Presidential election 
will not prevent" the revelations of 
the latest returning Arctic o.xpedi- 
tiou from attracting very general 
poi)ular at'^^h|ion. '. The iaofc that 
Lieutenant Rehwntkn and his cbmpan- 
pauions have niadi; the longesbAledge 
ride — \Vli)[ miles - -in the history of 
Arctic (!xploration, enduring such ex- 
treme of cold a.s no white men have ev- 
er before survived; that they have dis- 
covered important rivers and coasts 
heretofore unknown, and corrected 
many errors in heretofore ; ac.eepted 
charts, would of itself be sufficient to 
revive tho wanting interests of polar i*e- 
searches. But when to this is added 
the discovery of numerous relics of the 
Franklin expedition, including the re- 
mains — which were brought home — of 
Lieutenant Irving, third officer of the 
Terror, we have the greatest Arctic sen- 
sation since McClintock's voyage in 
1S57-59. Such a length of time has 
elapsed, and such momentous events 
have occurred, since Franklin and liis 
company disappeared forever in.the dis- 
"mal regipns of etepnal.froatu tha,t those 
relics are almost as startling as would 
bo the resurrecting of a new Pombell 
from tho ashes of Vesuvius. 

Tho English luivigator, as brave as 
ho was unfortunate, .sailed in command 
of the Erebus and Terror in_ i\Iay, 
18'15: his main purpose being tho dis- 
covery of the Northwest passage. The 
ships were spoken in July of the same 
year, and were then making satisfac- 
tory progress. They were never seen 
again by civilized man. Being pre- 
pared for a three years' absence, na 
special uneasiness was felt about them 
until after that period had passed with- 
out any intelligence of their where- 
abouts. Thdri tlie .. British ^^overn- 
raent took active measures for the res- 
cue of the last voyagers, V and during 
tho next eleven years some twenty ex- 
peditions were sent out — iucluding 
tw'd from tho United States— at an ag- 
gregate cost of oyer $5,000,000. 'I'lie 
first trace was found by Dr. ' Rao, an 
attache of the Hudson Bay, who se- 
cured in the vicinity of King Williams 
Land a number of articles belonging to 
tho party, and ascertained with suffi- 
cient accuracy the locality of the last 
scene in the melancholy drama, Mc- 
Ciintock, in tho Fox — fitted out by 
Lady Pranklin-7-rSjipplementptir Kae's 
work by much"- more ■ extensive,' and 
careful investigation, which determined 
the date of Franklin's death— June 11, 
1847 — and rendered it certain that no 
one of the officers and crew was left to 
tell the tale. ^ v ■ 

It was hoped, rather than believed, 
that a still rhoro' ' '.caref lit ' examfriatioh 
of the territory traversed by McGlin- 
tock might result in obtaining the 
priceless records of tiie Franklin ex- 
pedition; and it was this object more 
than any other which in.spired the at- 
tempt " of Lieutenant Scli Viratka|— the 
la.st that is likely to be mad(^!''iDr that 
purpose. The announcement,tliiftt: "thd 
papers were found in a tin box'byitli'e' 
Nitchilles Esquimaux, and scattered to 
the winds or destroyed by children," 
will be a serious disappointment, not 
only to the whole Scientific world, but 
to all those interested by stories of ad- 
venturous toterprise.- But this irre-' 
parable loss, has partial compensation 
in the additional particulai's of the 
tragic termination of the expedition 
which ijieutenant Schwatza brings; 
particulars verified by such .sad and 
stirring memorials as a piece of each of 
:the'.boats',j'»parti^of.ifh^ of ono 

the ;sledge upon which it,;-!>yasr.itraiiS''- 
ported, a portion of the drag-rope sit 
which the poor fellows dropped down 
and died, a board of the ship which com- 
pleted. the Northwest passage — ^andlast," 
and most interesting of all, the remains 
of Lieutenant Irving, identified by the 
prize medals buried with him. .Mpre 
than tliirfcy years " have " elapsfetl .:since 
that officer "was 'litid.iri bis loffcly grave 
by friends who were soon to share his 
fate without receiving those last atten- 
tions which the living give to the dead; 
and now liis bones are brought back as 
a relic of a disaster' which spared not a- 
single man who~shared it.

The ICeoha&ica Institute Sxliibition. 

^ Tlie attoudaucc at Philhanuoiiie Hall 
yestottUy was ugaia numerous and tlibre 
. was a marked increaso in tlie numLer of 
exhibits and a percoptiblo improvement 
in their disposition. There is still, how- 
ever, alack of tlornl di.splay3 the presence 
of wliicli would greatly enhance the y;en- 
eral appearance of the building and "sot 
ott"" many of the articles exhibited to great 
advantage. ' But owing to the lateness of 
the season it is improbable that owners of 
choice plants will permit them to leave 
the conscrvatoriesi. In tlio evening tlio 
building is well lighted and the motley 
gathering of vari colored articles presents 
a very pleasing spcctaclo. During tlio 
day the light for many of the pictures is 
not favorable, but this of course is un- 
avoidable, as it is just as impossible to 
find a suitable pkco in a building fur 
every picture as it is to have a south wall 
all round one's garilon. The productions 
of some of our local artists are conspicu- 
ous by their absence, a circumstance that 
may be regretted wlion the object for 
which the exhibition is being liold is 
taken into considomtioii. There is a 
total absence, too, of .scientific apparatus 
and with the o.xceptiuu of several sewing 
machines by the best luannfacturera thoro 
arc no exhibits tliat can ho classified 
under the head of domestic or household 
machinery. Before the exhibition closes 
it is, however, reasonable to expect that 
tlieso classes will bo represented. Tlio 
name of the institution itself .should bo a 
siitlicient. gtiarantco that such will be tho 
case. It is worthy of mention that tho 
work turned out bj- tho Singer machine — 
especially the elaborate letter work — 
•lioited general admiration. Tho Wilson 
machine is nlso capable of doing good 
work and has a very useful knitting 
frame attached to it. Amongst tlio ex- 
hibits which caught our oyo as wo strolled 
through the building yesterday — articles 
to which we have not already alluded — 
was a selection of skeleton leaves of ex- 
treme delicacy, very tastefully ftrranged 
and exhibited by Mr. 0. Kent. 
Thoro were also blocks of maple wood 
taken from trees grown on this island and 
bearing a very liigh and elegant polish. 
These wore shown by Mr. 0. Lambkin 
as evidence of what one, at least, of our 
native woods is worth in tho furniture 
manuf.icture. Frank Campbell, the vet- 
eran tobacconist of tho city, has a show 
case of meerschaum pipes, many of which 
aro beautifully c.trved, also a nice assort- 
ment of cigarette holdcr.s and other arti- 
cle.! wliich tho patrons of tho "frag- 
rant weed" know best how to appreciate. 
Amongst tlio arrivals yesterday was an 
unusually largo atorooscopo, fitted with a 
very powerful magnifier, which brings out 
as clear as day every detail of tho land- 
scape views, animals and celebrated ruins, 
itc. , placed within its focus. Tho oil 
paintings occupy much of the visitors tiuio 
and attention, but few receive such closo 
scrutiny as the full length picture of Sir 
George Simpson and the portraits by Van- 
dyke and other celebrated masters from 
the Peers collection in England. Mr. 
Dobbinson, tho taxidermist, has added 
several cases of native birdai of. brilliant 
plumage and at the rear of tho hall, im- 
mediately over the stage, a couple of 
beautifully worked patch-work; counter- 
panes aro suspended so ds : Jtoj; afford a 
pleasing background instead of a naked 
wall. There aro many articles of groat 
antiquity which arc prized by their own- 
ers for the histories attaching to them 
rather tlian for their intrinsic value or 
peculiarity. The exhibition will bo open 
again'this afternoon from 2 till 4 and in 
tlio evening from 7 till 10 o'clock. Tlio 
pleasure of tho ovoning's visit will bu 
largely contributed to by tho presence of 
the Victoria .Vmatcur Band, which will 
play a number of musical selections. A 
numorous ttttendance is anticipated.

At Depot Island, Hudson's Bay, 
tht! Schwatka party secured one valu- 
able relic in tiie sled seen by Sir Leo- 
pold JlcClintock in Erebus Bay, which 
at that time had upon it a boat, with 
skeletons inside. Since' th^Jiled came 
into the hands of the Inuits' it has been 
cut down several times. We (continues 
the narrator) have carefully l)lys^^l•ved 
it in the condition in which it lias been 
ill constant use by the l']H(juiiiiaux for 
many years. Uii the evening of the 
•{thi.of June^ wetij' met n young man 
named Adlekok, -who dunng tho sum- 
mer previous had found a now cairn 
erected by white men near Pfoffor 
River, which had never been soon by 
any other Inuits. Near by were three 
graves and a tent [dace in which he 
found a paii* of wire gauze snow gog- 
gles, which we bought from him. Con- 
sequently tho next day Lieutenant 
Schwatka nnd 1 took a light sled, with 
Toolooah to ilrivo nnd Adlekok as 
guide, nnd visited the spot. Arrived 
at the cairn wc found it as he .said, "n 
white man's cairn" unmistakably, but 
before proceeding to take it down wo 
examined it carefully, and found 
scratched on a clay stone . with tho 
jioint of a sharp instrument'

nnd knew it to bo the cairn erected by 
our countryman. Captain Hall, over 
tho bones of two of Franklin's men 
which he speaks of having found here. 
At this camp we found another interest- 
ing relic in a pine board that scorns to 
have been part of the head of a bunk 
or other permanent fixture, and has 
the initials "L.F." in brass tacks upon 
it. This was picked up ou tho west 
coast of ' Adelaide Peninsula, near 
wliero the ship went down that drifted 
though Victoria Strait, and may servo 
to identify that vessel. At "tile nhxt' 
camp, which was our last stopping 
place on the mainland, we met an old 
woman named Tooktoocheer. She said 
she had never seen any of Franklin's 
men alive, but 

I S^\y SIX SKELETONS 
on the nminlfind and adjacent island — 
four on the mainland and two on the 
island. This she pointed out on the 
southern coast near 95 degrees west 
longitude. Ogzenekjenwock took up 
the thread of tho narrative licro. In 
answer to a question wbioli we asked 
his mother he said ho saw books at the 
boat place in a tin case, about two feet 
long and a foot square, which was fas- 
tened, and thoy broke it open. The 
case wns full. Written and printed 
books were shown hiui, and he said 
they were like the printed ones. 
Among the books he found what was 
probably the needle of a compass or 
other magnetic instrument, because he 
said when it touched any iron it stuck 
fast. The boat was right side up, and 
the tin ca.se in the boat. Outside the 
boat he saw a number of skulls, ilo 
forgot how many, but said they were 
more than four. Ho also saw bones 
from legs and arms that appeared to 
have been sawed off. Inside tho boat 
wns a box filled with bones; tho box 
wns about the same size as the one 
with books in it. I to said the appear- 
ance of the bones led the Inuits to tho 
opinion that the white men had been 
ea<ihg' Well 'other. ' What little flesh 
was still on the bones was very fresh; 
one body had' all the flesh on. The 
hair wns light; it looked like u long 
body.. He saw a number of wire snow 
goggles, and alongside the body, with 
flesh on, it was a pair of gold specta- 
cles. (Ho picked out the kind of mptal 
from . several that were shown him.) 
He .saw nioro than one or two pairs of 
such spectacles, but forgot how many, 
When naked how long the bodies ap- 
peared to have been dead when he saw 
them, he said they lind probably died 
during the winter previous to tho sum- 
mer lift saw. them. In the boat he saw 
canvas anc^'four'Sticks (a tent or a sail) 
saw a number of watches, open-faced ; 
tt few were golcl, but most, were silver. 
They are 

ALL LOST Now. 

They were given to the children to play 
with, and liave^been broken up and lost., 
One body — the oho with fle.sh" oh-^had' 
a gold chain on, fastened to gold ear- 
rings and a gold hunting case watch 
with engine turned engraving attached 
to the chain and hanging down about 
the waist. Ho said when he pulled the 
chain it pulled the head up by the ears. 
This body also had a gold ring on the 
ring .finger of the right hand. It wns 
takeh-'bflr'firid'li'as iihce been lost by the 
children in the same way that the other 
tljings were lost. His reason for think- 
ing that they hnd been eating each oth- 
er was because the bones were cut with 
a knife or saw. They found one big 
saw and |>n^sraall ojje in the boat; also 
a liirge^rea'tin case bf smoking tobacco 
and some pipes. There wns no cairn 
;there. ' The bones aro now covered up 
with sand and seaweed, as they wore 
lying just at high wnter mark. Some 
of the books were taken home for , the 
children to play with, and finally torn 
and lost, and others lay around among 
the rocks until cai-ried away by the wind 
and lost or buried 'beneath; the sand. 

The 'boat, judging from the relics wc 
found, was a very heavy one and copper 
bottomed, for most of tho kettles that 
we saw in use among tho Netchilliks 
■were made of sheet, copper that they 
said came , from this and the other boats

Victoria Strait tlio officers had pi'oba 
bly survpyed the adjacent shores very 
carefully. We .saw some (all and very 
conspicuous cairns near Cape Felix 
which hatl no records in,thein aad were 
apparently erected as points of obiserva 
tion from tho ship.s. ■ The records of 
these observations weroin all probabili 
ty eoiitainrd in the tin box which Og 
zenel;jen\\'ock speaks of as having been 
found and lost beyond recovery. An 
old Notchillik,. named Ockarnawole, 
stated thafhe and his son, who was al- 
so present in the igloo, made an excur 
sion along tho north-westorii coast of 
King William Land. Between Victory 
Point nnd Cape Felix they found some 
things in a small cask near tho salt wa 
tej^.g Iq.a. mQnutaent|that> he..did^' take 
dowh'ie found befween"* the stone's five 
jackknives and a pair of scissors, also 
a.small flat piece of tin now lost; saw 
no graves at this place, but found 
what from his description of the way 
the handle was put on v/as either an 
adze o.r^a pickaxe. . 

" tii*the vicinity of Cape Jane Frank- 
lin wo came upon the camp made by 
Gaplain Crozier, with his entire com- 
mand from the two ships, after nban- 
tlouiiig the two vessels. There were 
several cooking stoves Vitli their ac- 
comjianying copper kettles, besides 
clothing, blanket.s, canvas, iron and 
brass implements, nnd 

AN opi:n qravk, 
where "wei'c found a qunntity of blue 
cloth, part of which seemed to have 
been n heavy overcoat, and a part pro- 
bably wrnpiied around the body. There 
was also a largo quantity of canvas in 
and around, the grave, with coarse 
stitching through it nnd the cloth, as if 
the body had been encased for burial at 
sea. Several gilt Inittons wore found 
among tho rotting cloth and mould in 
the bottom of the grave, nnd a lens, 
apparently the object glass of n marino 
telescope, Upon one of the stones at 
the foot of tho grave Henry found a 
medal, Avhieb was thickly covered with 
grime, nnd was so much the color of the 
clay stone on which it rested as to 
nearly eiscapo detection. It proved to 
be a silver medal, two and a half inches 
in diameter, with a has relief portrait 
of George IV., surrounded with the 
words ;

This at once identified the grave as 
thab-of liieutenant John Irving, third 
oflScer of the Terror. Under tho liead 
was found a figured silk pockothand- 
kerchief, neatly folded, the colors and 
pattern in a remarkable state of pre- 
servation. The skull nnd a few other 
bones only were found in and near the 
grave. They were carefully gathered 
together, with a few pieces of tho cloth 
and tho other articles, to be brought 
away for interment where they may 
hereafter rest undisturbed. A re- 
burial on King William Land would be 
only until tho grave was ngain found 
by the natives,, when it would certainly 
be again again torn open and despoilecl. 
Among the various articles found was 
a brush, with tho name "H. Wilks"cut 
in the side; n two-gallon stone jug 
stamped "R. Wlieatlry, wine and s])irit 
merchant, Greenheitli, Kent;" several 
tin cans, a picklo bottle, nnd a cnnvns 
pulling strap; a sledge harness marked 
with a stencil plate "T 11." showing it 
to have belonged to tho Terror. We 
also found a stocking rudely made of a 
piece of blanket, showing that they 
were

Chlcoory in Coffee. 

. To dotpct tiio presence of chiccory in 
coffee, says Pruuier, the microscope ux- 
nniinntion is best; butns this is not pos- 
sible the following method may bo em- 
ployed: Tho coffee is spread on a sheet 
of white paper. Tho grains of coffee 
then present an angular appearance, 
while the chiccory has nn nmorphus ap- 
pearance, and is of a darker color. 
When the suspected grains aro picked 
out with a needle, the coffee grains will 
jump awny or are split by it, but tho 
chiccory grains, being softer, are easily 
punctured. The softer grains when 
crusbed|carefully beetwen the teeth pro- 
duce a gritty serisatibn like fine sand, 
If chiccory is present its flavor* is more 
of an acid bittnr than the aromatic bit- 
ter taste of colle \ Chiccory in coQ'ee 
may thus be roughly estimated. About 
two gramme.'i uf dried ground coffee aro 
sifted in a hajr sieve from the fine dust, 
which' consists of puro coffee; the larger 
grains are macerated for some hours 
with cold water, and then thrown on a 
piece of stretched clolh and rubbed with 
the fingers, when tho chiccory is forced 
through leaving tho coffee grains on the 
cloth. Thecoffec is tliencolleoted, dried 
and weighed. Tho loss of weight gives 
tho. weight of the chiccory.

In ANSWER to an expression of doubt 
ccncerning tho nccuracy of one of his 
recent statements regarding the num- 
ber of landlords and tenants in Ireland, 
Sir. Bright B^i^: — ■ 

"My statement was not intcndod to bo 
statistically accurate — (a laugh) — as the 
House will recollect that I was engaged in 
arguing that tho great cala nit}' of Ireland 
was tho immense propondoranco of tho 
tenant class over tho proprietary class, 
.ind speaking , without any immediate or 
recent referencoiip returns, Isaid that the 
tenants were half tnUlion and tho pro- 
prietary class were ton or twelve thousand. 
That is tho way I haye;ljenerally put it. 
Referring to tho proprietary class I did 
not take into consideration persons who 
hold ono, two, three, four, or five acres of 
land — (hear, hear) — but I took tho class 
which I understand to bo in a certain 
sense soci.-vUy and politically influential by 
reason of its being a proprietary class, 
and though I did not explain it, and am 
sorry I did not do so, because I think my 
statement W!is open to a little misconcup- 
tion, I should have said that I took my 
numbers generally for tho proprietary 
class from persons who hold land of 100 
acres and upwards. During tho 'last few 
years thoro has boon a considerable addi- 
tion to this smaller class of proprietors 
purchasing under tho Church Oommi.ision 
and Laud Acts, but taking it as I have 
stated it scorns that for 100 acres and up- 
wards there aro over 13,000 proprietors in 
Ireland. I think I said thoro. wore from 
ten to twelve thbnsarid. T stated also 
that tho tenants were about or over half 
a million, but I think I uiulorst.md them 
ft good deal, and I understand also tho 
proprietors; but I believe that, however 
accurately tho figures aro looked into, 
tlioy will be equally potent for my argu- 
moiit that the tenant class is so numerous 
and tho proprietary class so small that tho 
opinion of tlio tenant class is overwhelm- 
ing in its power against that of the pro- 
prietary class, ar.d that it would bo an 
enormous advantage to Ireland if tho 
proprietary class wore ten times as nu- 
merous as it is. 1 hope tliat my explana- 
tion will bo sufficient. (Hoar, hoar.) I 
did not protond to believe or know that I 
was precisely accurate, but I think tho 
argument I was using was a correct one, 
and I think, whatever figures are brought 
before us, jthe'-forco (of thatnrgumont will 
not bo iii' any''Vay ihvalidated." (Hear,
